The measures, sponsored by Representativs Glenn Cun­ 
ningham of Nebraska and Morris K. Udall of Arizona would 
give every person the right to have unwanted mail returned 
with a request that his name be taken off the mailing list. 
It that doesn’t work, a sworn statement to the postmaster 
general could result in the revocation of the sender’s mail­ 
ing permit. 
The problem of so-called junk mail is a real one, and to 
many apparently a disturbing one. Yet it may not be easy 
to legislate against it. 
In the matter of smut or fraudulent oilers, the law al­ 
ready provides for the stopping of such mailings and the 
prosecution of the senders. But with just plain junk, the 
situation may be more complicated than it appears on the 
surface. 
A lot of junk mail, perhaps most, is onc-Miot stuff. Mail­ 
ing lists are bought and sold around the country-—quite 
legitim ately—and an injunction against one sender would 
not stop the next holder of the list from making use of the 
name. Many names appear on more than one list. 
This couid result in the danger of the unnecessary use 
oi the law' in cases where an organization quite innocently 
sends advertising to the same person twice. 
The congressmen point out that no one is forced to buy 
a newspaper or magazine, that one can always turn off his 
television set or hang up his telephone. But he has no say 
over what goes in his mailbox.

politician, there are no holds 
barred. 
On television, all the ch aracters

know

the answ ers are different. The re­ 
porter can concentrate 100 per cent, 
on getting a depth of m eaningful 
news.

It m em bers awoke early 
next morning to find their s e n io r 
high school a m ass of dem olished 
cinder block, broken glass, bulg­ 
ing w alls, twi.-ted de.-ks and ta­ 
bles, with plaster scattered every­ 
where. 
D ynam iters with hatred in their 
hearts had torn hole? in A m eri­ 
ca's proud tradition of love thy 
neighbor as thyself. 
Strong men wept as they 
su r­ 
veyed the wi’eckage of torn book . 
tw isted 
lockers 
that 
once 
held 
children’s 
sw eaters 
and 
lunch 
boxes, 
and 
broken 
glass 
every­ 
where. 
However, the ,-chool board fol­ 
lowed the advice of Gov. F ran k 
Clem ent.

On the blackboard beside these 
nam es 
was w ritten

exnlo; ion did not era>e thi? list of 
stirring w riters. 
The techniques of teaching have 
changed 
som ew hat 
in

-choolhouse, but the invigorating 
literature of those vcars is still 
being taught «and. most im portant, 
Clinton 
high tudents are follow- 
ng its lesson.

nine Negro children

huddled by them selves like scared 
heep during those early months 
f trial, no longer practice segre- 
gat on. There are 36 of them now.

ball team . And when I addressed 
the school assem bly, the thirty -six 
cattered a nong their white class­ 
m ates.

nad baked some biscuits — three 
ol them white, one colored. When 
Mr. Human a.-ked who had baked 
the biscuits, a white girl replied: 
“ We did,” ana she waved to al­ 
lude the Negro girl as well.

coupie 
of 
years 
ago 
tins 
would noi have happened. 
Last year when the senior class 
graduated, its m em bers volunta­ 
r i l y picked a Negro girl, Sandra 
Hale, to sing the chief m usical 
num ber. There was some skepti­ 
cism in the com m unity about thi? 
decision; 
but 
cam e 
graduation 
day 
and 
Sandra 
sang. 
The 
re- 
s.oonse was enthu.-iastic. An mi- 
lxn-tant b arrier had been hurdled. 
Perhaps 
more 
im jxjrtant, 
the 
rest of Anderson County has ov er­ 
come a barrier. Very quietly this 
fall 
another 
county high school 
was integrated—in Lake City. 
This 
is 
a 
mining 
com m unity 
where Negro students have been 
going by bus to school in Know- 
viile. And when the tim e cam e to 
integrate last fall, som e of them 
wanted to continue in K now 'ille 
i hey dreaded the shock of inte­ 
gration.

told 
them : 
“No, 
xe 
have class room facilities here at 
home ano we think the com m uni­ 
ty is ready for the change.” 
So the change was m ade — and 
accepted.

It will be interesting to see what happens to the bills just 
introduced in the House of Representatives to give the pri­ 
vate citizen a weapon to use against the mass junk mailers. 
The measures, sponsored by Represent at ivs Glenn Cun­ 
ningham of Nebraska and Morris K. Udall of Arizona would 
give every person the right to have unwanted mail returned 
with a request that his name be taken off the m ailing list. 
If that doesn't work, a sworn statem ent to the postmaster 
general could result in the revocation of the sender's mail­ 
ing permit. 
The problem of so-called junk mail is a real one, and to 
many apparently a disturbing one. Yet it may not be easy 
to legislate against it. 
In the matter of smut or fraudulent otters, the law al­ 
ready provides for the stopping of such m ailings and the 
prosecution of the senders. But with just plain junk, the 
situation may be more complicated than it appears on the 
surface. 
A lot of junk mail, perhaps most, is one-shot stuff. Mail­ 
ing lists are bought and sold around the country— quite 
legitim ately—and an injunction against one sender would 
not stop the next holder of the list from making use of the 
nam e.
